The history of Iceland dates 
pack to the end of the eighth cen- 
tury when a group of Celts from 
Europe visited the island. Since 
that time it has had a history 
which. makes exciting reading, 
yet always its people have striven 
for independence and self gov- 

ent. 

For years past the island has 
peen under the Danish Govern- 
ment yet with a parliament of 
its own. It has been allowed self 
rule but this has been unsatisfac- 
tory to its people and now 
through the local governing body 
it has taken the present oppor- 
tunity to proclaim Iceland as an 
independent republic. 

Preparations for this act have 
been in process for some time for 
under date of April 26, the Ice- 
landic Postoffice Department is- 
sued a circular announcing a ser- 
ies of new stamps to be issued on 
Jone 17th to commemorate the 
establishment of this new repub- 


lic. 
On May 23, the Iceland Parlia- 


ment passed the resolutions nec-, 


essary to carry out this new form 
of government and set the date 
for complete independence on 
June 17th. 

The new stamps will be a ser- 
jes of six stamps in values of 10, 
9% and 50 Aurar and 1, 5 and 10 
Kronur. These stamps will be 
available to the public in any 
quantity wanted. The present

Townsend and A. G. Himmes tell 
of the sale of two copies of the 
first 2 penny blue stamp of Great 
Britain which are bisects used on 
pieces of cover. It is believed that 
the two pieces are of the same 
stamp, one originally mailed to 
Beverly and the other to Hull and 
both recently found. Sale price 
was $136C at a London Auction. 
All of which should revive hope 
in the breast of the most pessi- 
mistic colleetors for these stamps 
used in 1841 are thus over 100 
years old and are the first: known 
bisects of Britain and take their 
place as the rarest British stamps.

White Fronted Geese 
By Walter A. Weber 
On 1944 Duck Stamps 


he new “duck stamp” to be is- 
sued for the 1944-45 hunting sea- 
son will be taken from a drawing 
by Walter A. Weber, well-known 
wildlife artist, Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes was advised today by 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Eleventh in the series, the new 
migratory bird hunting stamp, 
universally called “duck stamp.” 
is now in the hands of engravers 
and will be available to the pub- 
lic at all first and second class 
post offices on July 1. 

Mr. Weber, who is assistant 
curator of birds in the National 
Museum, Washington, D. C., has 
chosen for his subject three white- 
fronted geese—part of a flock 
“coming in.” 

Selection of Mr. Weber’s work, 
as pointed out by Dr. Ira N. Gab- 
rielson, Service director, means a 
continuation of the artistic value 
of the duck-stamp series which 
was started in 1934 with a design 
by J. N. “Ding” Darling, famous 
cartoonist and noted conservation- 
ist. The new stamp will add an- 
other species to the series and also 
an example of the work of an- 
other prominent sportsman-artist. 

The duck stamp inaugurated in 
1934 has become familiar to all 
migratory waterfowl hunters and 
to philatelists and conservation- 
ists throughout the country. Near- 
ly twice the size of a special de- 
livery stamp, it costs $1 and may 
be purchased singly, in, blocks, 
or in complete sheets of 28 
stamps. Everyone over 16 years 
of age who hunts migratory wat- 
erfowl is required to have a Fed- 
ezal hunting stamp in his pos- 
ession, validated by his signature 
The stamp, which is not transfer- 
able, remains valid for on2 year, 
from July 1 to June 30. It does 
not take the place of a hunting 
license. 

The distinctive qualities of these 
stamps are stimulating their sales 
among stamp collectors as well as 
sportsmen and _ conservationists, 
according to Dr. Gabrielson who 
said, “No one is under any obli- 
gation to kill a duck just because 
he owns a Federal hunting stamp, 
nor is there any rule to prevent 
anyone who wants to help restore 
purchasing any number of these 
‘duck-saving’ stamps.”

Great Pack Collection

was intentionally designed as a 
Commemorative stamp. 


Perhaps it is best to quote the 
letter from Mr. Brazer in full. 

“Your letter of yesterday with 
marked copy of your Stamp News 
arrived this morning. I had pre- 
viously read all in your paper 
about the possibility of the 1869 
issue being commemorative 
stamps. In order to refresh my 
mind, I have just finished re- 
reading the 1869 advertisement 
for proposals, the report of the 
Committee of Experts to whom all 
bids with essays were submitted, 
and all of the correspondence, 
protests, etc., of the four bidders 
for the 1869 issue contract which 
only refers to the subjects that 
had been approved for the various 
denominations.” 

“Nowhere in all these docu- 
ments is there any mention that 
the stamp designs were contem< 
plated to commemorate or cele= 
brate anything. All four bidders 
submitted different designs and 
no other bidders than the Nation- 
al Bank Note Co., placed locomoe- 
tives or steamships, nor post ride 
ers, etc upon their essayed de- 
signs. The idea seems to have been 
entirely optional and _ origina] 
with the National Bank Note Co., 
though possibly the then recent 
publicity no doubt put railroading 
in the public mind. However the 
report of the expert committee 
said that the 3 carts design of the 
N .B. N. Co., (locomotive) was not 
so good as a 3 cent design sub- 
mitted by the Ameircan Bank 
Note Co., which contained ‘differ- 
ent heads, imaginary or historical,’ 
hence is no way commemorative 
of railroads or even development 
of postal services.” 

Consequently I can not find the 
slightest evidence to support the 
theory that the 1869 issue was 
intended to commemorate any- 
thing. The post rider on the 2 
cents stamp will be found on the 
Post Office Department official 
seal. The ‘Signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence’ on the 24c 
and the ‘Landing of Columbus’ on 
the 15c are subjjects that have no 
possible association with the 3c 
locomotive and 12c steamship; and 
the 10c and 30c eagle and coat of 
arm: are equally not commemo- 
rative of anything. The inclusion 
of three heads of prominent 
Americans on the Ic, 6c and 90¢ 
complete a hetero-genious galaxy 
of unassociated ideas in this issue 
of postage stamps, which however 
beautiful, cannot be considered as 
an indication of any plan to com- 
memorate any special event, or 
series of events.”

James W. Atkins of Hunting- 
ton. W. Va., reports finding a 
sheet of. the Norway stamps in 
which some of the stamps show 
the flag~staff with the ball at the 
top missing altogether. while oth- 
er show only parts of the ball.

Mr. L. C. Wetterau of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., submits a strip of 
three of the Denmark with the 
“N” of Denmark almost missing 
in one stamp. A block of Belgium 
with some spots on various 
stamps. I hardly consider either 
of these as of much interest. 





Boone Patriotic Covers 
In Large Variety, But 
Very Limited Quantity 


Richard P. Boone of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., has been one of the 
most prolific producers of Pat- 
riotic Envelopes. His covers are 
all printed by himself, the edi- 
tions are never large and thus all 
of them will be scarce items of 
the future. There is something 
about the covers that makes it 
rather easy to identify them as 
to their source after one has seen 
and handled a number of them. 
Lately he has been imprinting 
his name “Boone”, in small type 
on the lower corneg of each cov- 
er and we commend this practice 
to -all publishers. 

Without making a definite as- 
sertion we believe that he has 
produced more different designs 
than any publisher. Due to the 
use of different colored papers 
which make different covers, it 
is doubtless if anyone will pass 
the mark in number of varieties 
that has been set by Walter Pop- 
penger, but in different design 
alone, Boone probably leads. A 
close second might be the cov- 
ers of the American Patriotic 
Press (Curtiss) of California and 
the covers by Walt Lupton. An- 
other rival of.whose covers few 
seem to be in the hands of col- 
lectors is M. J. Huss of Illinois. 
Mr. Huss has never advertised 
his covers to collectors, seems to 
have a market for them through 
other channels. 

New covers noted this week 
come from Joe Lee Hillerich of 
Louisville, Ky. There are six 
new designs, all attractive. 

Kirby M. Stoll of Louisville is 
issuing a series which are first 
printed and then hand colored, 
making attratctive and pleasing 
covers. 

C. Lee Wolf of Mansfield, Ohio 
continues to send his hand drawn 
covers, all done in India ink and 
sometimes in two or more colors. 
These are indeed very attractive 
and some are of especially novel 
design. One of the latest is 
with the wording, “Three of a 
Kind” and pictures Hitler, a Jap 
and a good old fashioned Amer- 
ican skunk. 

Harry C. Hill of Flint, Mich., 
offers a new one in colors and 
prints it both on a plain enve- 
lope as well as on an airmail 
envelope. 

Many readers who sent covers 
to Monty Garrick in New Zeal- 
and when we announced that he 
would. return the new New Zea- 
land Triangel Health Stamps on a 
cover, for each flag stamp Patriot- 
ic cover sent him have doubtless 
found him a splendid correspon- 
dent as we have had _ several 
nice covers from him since . 


EIGHT CENT COIL 
STAMP IS NEEDED 
The main reason for issue of 
the six cent coil stamp was for 
large users of airmail who used 
coil stamp machines. With the 
rate advanced to 8c, there is a 
need now for an 8c coil stamp to 
serve this purpose. Its issue 
would not be unexpected.

Classics. 

This generally means the old 
type precancels and city types at 
that. Some writers are wont to 
include the 1917-22 issue with the 
classics but I feel that this issue 
was too much in use and many 
of the items too common to gener- 
ally be classed as such. Some 
certain items in this series no 
doubt are “CLASSICS,” there are 
such to my notion in every issue 
right up to the present. To me 
the Classics are those precancels 
before the 1917 issue and prefer- 
ably the 1902 and earlier issues. 
Sometime in the period which I 
have just mentioned several very 
interesting and attractive precan- 
cellations were being used in 





Michigan. Of these the above two 
always attract the most attention 
from collectors. The Jackson 
“Oval” as it was commonly call- 
ed was used on values of the 1894, 
1898 and 1902-03 issue. Then the 
plate was retired. In the inter- 
vening years a U-1 plate was is- 
sued at the office and the items 
from Jackson were rather prolific 
and the wear and tear on the U-1 
plate was very great. But instead 
of issuing a new plate the P. O. 
dug up the old timer and six val- 
ues were precancelled in the late 
twenties almost thirty years after 
the plate had first been retired. 
Of course quite a lot of collector 
comment was raised at the time 
but there was no evidence of any 
favoritism or anything of the kind 
in connection with the issuance 
of the stamps. Nevertheless there 
were no more items precantelled 
and the camaged U-1 plate was 
put back into use again and then 
it was not long until Jackson fad- 
ed aS a precancel using city and 
their needs now as far as I know 
are taken care of by Bureau 
prints. These throwbacks from the 
past were on the 15c and 25c 1922 
perf. 11 the latter reading down. 
Three varieties on the 1926 1%c 
normal, invert and double. The 3c 
normal and 8c and 10c both in- 
vert of the 1926 issue finish the 
list. Of these the catalogs lists 
the 114c double as the best and 
the 3c as the commonest. There 
is no such a history tc the Lansing 
plate but there might easily of 
been had things happened just 
a little differently. I never have 
heard any explanation as to why 
of the Jackson “Oval” but al- 
though the Lansing plate was call- 
ed a “Spider Web” it really was 
a sort of map of the railroads 
leading to the city. The Lansing 
plate appears on only seven 
stamps of the 1902-03 issue. All 
are rather scarce. There never 
was any later reuse of the plate. 
But the original plate was found 
by some boys and was sold for 
jurk. This happened at about the 
time the Bi-Centennials were in 
use. A well known Michigan col- 
lector managed to salvage part 
of the plate and in order to give 
more collectors a glimpse of this 
beautiful plate he printed up sets 
of the Bi-Centennials with it and 
passed them out to his friends. 
None were ever sold and the 
whole story about the plate ac- 
companied each set. I still have 
my set of Bi-Cents. I only have 
one of the old originals. The price 
on both the Jackson and Lansing 
items in the old issues are high 
but remember this the price 
means for good copies just the 
same as a U. S. dealer prices his 
FINE material. There are a lot of 
damaged items of these old 
stamps around but their retail 
value is only a fraction of the 
catalog listing unless in GOOD 
CONDITION. Remeber that if you 
happen to have some of these old 
timers with corners gone, nicks 
in them, closed tears and badly 
centered there are a lot more 
like them around and thats the 
reason the item is catalogued high. 
Good copies are scarce. This can 
be a guide for either the buyer 
or seller. You have classics in

Air-Mail Rates Not 
Understood By Public 


Reports to the Department indi- 
cate that there is stil] some mis- 
understanding by the public of the 
rates of postage on air mail. par- 
ticulary the rates on air mail for 
the armed forces. 

The postage rate on air mail 
for delivery within the United 
States is EIGHT CENTS PER 
OUNCE, This domestic rate ap- 
plies to all air mail addressed to 
BOTH CIVILIANS AND MEM- 
BERS OF THE ARMED FORCES 
WITHIN THIS COUNTRY. 

The postage rate on air mail 
for members of the armed forces 
overseas is SIX CENTS PER 
HALF-OUNCE. This applies to 
letters addressed to any member 
of the armed forces overseas who 
receives hig,mail through an army 
or navy post office: that is, to all 
who have A. P. O. or F. P. O 
numbers as art of their overseas 
addresses.

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A MESSAGE TO STAMP DEALERS 

A very large percentage of what a publication such as_ this 
might print as stamp news originates in the shops and effices of the 
stamp dealer. New finds, new discoveries, bits of gossip of the trade 
or about collectors. Much of this information is of general interest 
both to other dealers and to collectors. The problem 
that the papers confront is the problem of getting 
this news and information for publication. We 
are confident that there is enough such news even 
if condensed into small paragraphs to fill a col- 
umn or more of this paper every week and we 
want such news.

Stamp dealers should recognize the fact that publicity of any 
nature which is linked with their name is good advertising for them. 
Such publicity is like the billboard beside the road where as you 
drive along mile after mile you are constantly noting the words “Bur- 
ma Shave” or perhaps “Spearmint Gum” on the signboard. 

The constant repetition of these words is very effective adver- 
tising for which the big companies pay plenty money. The repetition 
of your name in a news item week after week will build confidence 
in you and cause thought of you when a collector has an urge to send 
a want list or to sell a collectior 

Perhaps some dealers have often wondered at the many reports 
we have printed of prices realized at Harmer Auctoins. The sole rea- 
son for this is that Harmer recognizes the value of this publicity, the 
news is of interest to collectors and they send it to us. For that reason 
they get the publicity. Other dealers can have such publicity and we 
hope that we can get enough such material that we will have to boil 
all of it down to a few works in order that we can mention all such 
things in each issue. 

Such news material can be sent direct to us or in the case of the 
New York dealer we will be glad to have such material relayed by 
postal card, letter or telephone to our New York Columnist, Mr. Jack 
Goldstein of the Naverre Stamp Company at 116 Nassau Street. Get 
your news to Jack by any means and he will incorporate it in his 
“Along the Canyon” column. News that reached him by noon each 
Tuesday will appear in our paper of the following week. For dealers 
in all other parts of the country, such news should be sent direct to the 
Sidney office. Give us a hand and help yourself at the same time. 





A. S. D. A. ACTIVITY 

There is some indication that the American Stamp Dealers Asso- 
ciation is to be revived into activity. In so far as we have been able 
to visualize in past years the bulk of the activity seemed to be cen- 
tered around the collection of petty approval accounts. There is much 
that a real organization of stamp dealers can do if the boys will get 
together like sensible business men and realize that it is their duty to 
protect and inform the collector, on whom they are dependent for 
their business. Without collectors there would be no dealers. 

There are two things in the recenlty published, proposed Code of 
Ethics that are of much interest to us, one as a publisher, the other, 
because it is a step in the right direction to protect the collector. 

Under section B, paragraph 3, we read, “To recognize and respect 
my own contracts and undertakings and those of fellow members.” 

This paragraph should be applied to advertising contracts with 
publishers. The whole system of advertising through stamp publica- 
tions is so loosely carried out that we doubt if there is a stamp paper 
in the country that carries on its business with the advertising pa- 
trons in such manner as such business should be handled. The reason 
for this is lack of cooperation and sound business policies on the part 
pf the publishers and also the lack of recognition of such policies if 
proposed, on the part of the dealer. Both would benefit if such mat- 
ters were handled in a businesslike manner. 

The other item we are going to quote from the proposed “Pledge” 
that dealers are asked to display in their offices. 

The wording of paragraph 3 is rather difficult to understand. It 
looks to us like it might have loop holes in it. We are simply going 
to print this paragraph and add a few words in it that we think should 
be there to make it more clear and more effective. 

The paragraph is printed herewith and the words we have added 
are in CAPITAL LETTERS. 

“To refrain from knowingly dealing in stolen stamps or in offer- 
ing counterfeits as genuine stamps, and, when knowingly selling re- 
paired, regumned, reperforated, reprinted or otherwise altered stamps 
TO OFFER THEM as such, AND to furnish the buyer with an invoice 
showing in detail the nature of such stamps sold.”

Effective Monday, May 15, 1944, 
Athens, Ohio, was added to pick- 
up route AM-49B as a new point 
between Parkersburg, W. Va., and 
Pomeroy, Ohio. To mark this 
first flight, an artistic first flight 
cachet was applied in magenta ink 
to all philatelic covers. This cachet 
is somewhat difficult to describe, 
but I’ll endeavor to do it. It con- 
sists of a shield divided in half by 
a double vertical line. In the left- 
hand panel is the picture of a 
Pony Express rider and the words 
“POSTOFFICE ESTABLISHED 
1802 (or it could be 1807—mine 
are all somewhat illegible,) The 
right-hand side has*a picture of 
a pick-up plane and apparatus 
and the y.ords “AIRMAIL PICK- 
UP 1944.” Below the shield in a 
fan-shaped figure is “COMMUNI- 
CATION CENTER FOR SOUTH- 
EASTERN OHIO,” while above 
the shields in a winged-figure is 
“INAUGURAL AIRMAIL 
FLIGHT MAY 15, 1944 ATHENS 
OHIO.” 

All covers are cancelled at 9:30 
AM regardless of the direction in 
which they were flown. If any 
readers know of covers cancelled 
at any other times, I’d apprec- 
iate knowing what these times 
are an. the city to which the cov- 
ers are addressed. 

Covers addressed c/o General 

Delivery at Pittsburgh, Pa., re- 
ceived the regular General De- 
livery backstamped dated May 
15th. Those covers addressed c/o 
General Delivery at Parkersburg, 
W. Va., rcceived a similar type 
cancel but dated May 16th. Hunt- 
ington, West Virginia General 
Delivery ran the covers through 
the cancelling machine May 15th, 
12:30 PM. Pomeroy, Ohio, forgot 
to backstamp the covers so I can’t 
report on this point. 
Times of inbound covers to Ath- 
ens will be listed next week. In- 
cidently, the American Airmail 
Society does not officially recog- 
nize inbound covers to new pick- 
up points, but the West Coast Air- 
mail Society and the Metropolitan 
Airmail Cover Club do recognize 
them. 


Last week I mentioned that all 
covers carried into San Francisco 
Calif., (from Los Angeles) Gener- 
al Deliyery on the first flight of 
AM-63 received the regular back- 
stamp dated May 2nd. I have 
since discovered that the covers 
cancelled at the Los Angeles post- 
office were backstamped on May 
2nd, whereas those cancelled at 
the Los Angeles Airmail Field 
Postoffice were backstamped on 
May Ist. 

Next week, I hope to have the 
complete information on the AM- 
29 flights c. May Ist.

IN MEMORIAM 


Z. DWORKOWSKI 
Detroit philately has just lost 
one of its best known members. 
Zdzislaw Dworkowski passed 
away very suddenly April 19, at 
the age of 71. Everyone knew 
“Dwor” (as he was called, his 
first name almost never being 
mentioned, and he liked the short- 
ened form;) he was a friend to, 
and had the respect of every per- 
son who knew him, and for years 











; he was a counsellor to all the 


youngsters who were just begin- 
ning the collecting of stamps. 

Born in Bydgoszcz, in old Po- 
land, on January 15, 1873. he 
started collecting when but seven 
years of age, thus he had been 
interested for over 64 years. 

In his earlier days “Dwor” had 
been on the stage as an actor, and 
had been connected with the Roy- 
al Playhouse in Berlin, the Kais- 
ers own, until he came to this 
country forty-six years ago. 
Working for many years in a bank 
as a foreign agent, and after the 
World War I, being sent to Eur- 
ope for special work theré among 
his countrymen, he had a wide 
acquaintance and contacts that af- 
forded opportunities for accum- 
ulation of stamps and coins. 

He joined the A. P. S. early, 
(#4843;) he was also for years a 
member of the Michigan Stamp 
Club; was its President, 1917-20; 
for 16 years as its Treasurer, and 
for the past three, the APS Rep- 
resentative. He was also a mem-
